Cy the Purchaſer got 0/;vers Souldiers to take and keep Poſlefſion, who Quartered in the Towns and Tennants houſes to keep out Sr, Arthur 
(as they themſelves acknowledged) and by which Mr. Coll;zgwood got Poſlefſion, and ever ſince hath had the Profit, He hath no cauſe to throz 
Dirt upon the Grave of Sr, Arthur, nor boaſt ſomuch of his own Title, nor alleadge any thing c 2ncerning bus ſufferings by him,
